HAS BEEN DEFENDER 
OF AMERICAN RIGHTS 


Talks With Kellogg and May 
Visit Europe; Barrett 
Likely Successor.

James Rockwell Sheffield, American 
Ambassador to Mexico, who has borne 
the brunt of this Nation’s difficulties 
with the Calles regime, conferred with 
Secretary of State Kellogg yesterday 
under circumstances which indicate 
that he will not return to his post and 
will quit the diplomatic service alto- 
gether. 

Returning from Mexico with 27 
crates of household furniture, Mr. 
Sheffield was silent in New York as to 
his future plans and declined to say a 
word here yesterday. He went into con- 
ference with Mr. Kellogg at 3 o’clock 
and it was later stated that another 
conference would be held today. On 
previous occasions, when the ambassa- 
dor has returned on leave he ‘Nas re- 
ported directly to President Coolidge be- 
fore discussing matters of detail with 
the State Department. He also has held 
conferences with the press, giving an 
insight into prevailing conditions in 
Mexico, whenever in the past his duties 
brought him to Washington. 

As matters now stand, Mr. Sheffield 
may or may not go to the Black Hills 
camp to see the President, but will 
shortly take a trip to Europe. This is 
generallly interpreted to mean that he 
has at last decided to resign. 


Garrett May Be Ambassador. 


Among those mentioned as likely to 
succeed him is John W. Garrett, lawyer 
and diplomat, of Baltimore. Mr. Gar- 
rett, who is well known in Washington, 
served as secretary to the American 
Embassy at Berlin and the, American 
Embassy at Rome, and as Minister suc- 
cessively to Venezuela and Argentina 
prior to the World War. He was secre- 
tary general to the Washington..con- 
ference on limitation of armaments in 
1921-22. 

Mr. Sheffield has had a difficult and 
eventful career since he became Ambas- 
sador to Mexico in September, 1924. He 
was received with acclaim by the Mexi- 
cans and every courtesy was at first ex- 
tended to him. But after the Calles re- 
gime began having serious difficulties 
with the United States over protection 
of American rights, the sentiment in 
Mexico turned against the ambassador 
and for many months there has been 
an insistent demand on the part of the 
Mexican press that he be recalled. 

Mexican officials forgot to treat him 
with particular courtesy, his name 
was overlooked in sending out invita- 
tions to important functions and other 
attempts to snub the diplomat were in 
evidence. For example, when he return- 
ed to Mexico after a visit to the United 
States, he was met at the station by a 
very subordinate official, the chief of 
the division of protocols, whereas pre- 
viously high Mexican officials had been 
waiting to receive him.

GEN. MITCHELL FIRES 
ANOTHER BROADSIDE 


AT NAVY AIR POLICY 


Nearly All Money Spent 
for Battleships Is 
Wasted, He Says. 


URGES BIG CLEAN-UP 
OF CAPITAL BUREAUS 


Accuses Officials of Spreading 
“Bunk” Among People 
Regarding Aviation. 


Gen. William Mitchell, U. 8S. A., re- 
signed, whoycommanded America’s over- 
seas air forces in the World War, 
loosed another broadside at the Navy 
yesterday. He declared that nearly all 
of the money spent on battleships is 
wasted, and accused Navy officals of de- 
positing “bunk” in the public mind in 
regard to aviation. 


The former “flying general” was 


aroused to issue his statement to The 


Washington Post yesterday by the re- 
mark of a Navy official who said Wed- 
nesday that Mitchell did ' know what 
he was talking about. The controversy 
started when Gen. Mitchell scored the 
Navy for not having Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh’s monoplane ready when the 
flier tried to take off in it Monday. 

To substantiate the ‘contention that 
he himself has long held, Gen. Mitch- 
ell yesterday quoted Admiral Sims, as 
follows: “The command of the air 
means the command of the surface 
whether it be on sea or land.” 

Gen. Mitchell advocated a complete 
cleaning up of the bureaus of national 
ington, a single department of national 
defense, and asked that a stop be put 
to “government by innuendo.” 


Text of Letter. 


Gen. Mitchell’s letter follows: 

“To the Editor of The Post—Sir: I 
notice by your morning edition that 
the Navy has thrown in another thirsty 
pinch hitter to cover its retreat with 
alibis and smoke screens, as it is caught 
red-handed in the act of depositing 
in the public mind the bunk about 
their efforts in aviation. 

“This same professional office seeker 
is the one who; a couple of years ago, 
when Congress passed & law directing 
that 6bsolete battleships be turned over 
to the air forces for airplane bombard- 
ment practice, replied to the request of 
the War Department for these vessels 
that there were no obsolete warships, 
and that therefore the Navy would not 
comply with the law, or words to that 
effect. 

“Think of what this meant to the 
American people! Not only was it an 
open violation of the laws passed by 
Congress, but it meant that millions 
of dollars of the taxpayers’ money would 
continue to be spent on useless cost- 
ly steel warships which are no pro- 
tection to the country and which mere- 
ly lead to a false sense of security. 

“Recently the President reviewed. the 
United States fleet in Hampton Roads, 
amid great booming of cannon and tak- 
ing of photographs; but little do the 
people realize what a tremendous ex- 
penditure of money this useless show 
costs them.

Wild Cat Promotion and 
Prizes for Foolish Flights 
Things He Now Fears. 


New York, June 16 (By A. P.).—Ool. 
Charlies A. Lindbergh tonight received 
a check from the hand of Raymond 
Orteig, representing the $25,000 prize 
which he won by making the first non- 
stop filght from New York to Paris. 

The colonel, nearing the end of 
busy day. which followed a night in 
the air and a morning on wheels in a 
Brooklyn parade, settled down at 6:20 
o’clock for a few moments in the din- 
ing room of the Hotel Brevoort, owned 
by Raymond Orteig. After a few short 
speeches, the check was handed to the 
aviator. 

The check was highly distinctive— 
aside from its figures. It carried Mr, 
Orteig’s signature, the American flag, 
the Spirit of St. Louis, and all its word- 
ing and numerals were embossed and 
illuminated on fine vellum. 

Flanking the aviator and the donor 
were 200 invited guests, the press and 
the trustees of the prize. 

Prize Offered in 1919. 


In presenting the check, which was 
Offered in 1919 to any one who could 
win it, Mr. Orteig said: 

“I had two thoughts in making this 
offer. One was to stimulate aviation, 
the other to strengthen friendly rela- 
tions between the United States and 
France. Through you, Col. Lindbergh, 
my aspirations have materialized be- 
yond words.” 

Col, Lindbergh, with his usual blush, 
accepted the check described by a 
young woman in the audience impul- 


stepping forward from among the sev- 
eral trustees of the fund, said: “ - 

“I have often been asked by press 
men what first directed my attention 
to .a possible flight to Paris. I believe 
Mr. Orfeig first directed the attention 
of most aviators that way. His offer 
of $25,000 for the first New York to 
Paris flight was challenge to the pilots 
of the world to see if they could build 
and operate a sufficiently capable plane. 
I don’t think any such challenge 
within reason will ever pass une. 
answered.” 

The presentation of the check was to 
have been at a breakfast at the same 
place tomorrow morning, but a shift in 
the colonel’s plans changed the donor’s 
plans and tea was substituted for the 
morning coffee. 

The ceremonies were opened by Col. 
George W. Burleigh, vice chairman of 
the officers and trustees of the prize, 
who read the resolution of the trustees, 
formally making the award and Col.

DE PINEDO GOMPLETES 
HIS 20,000-MILE FLIGHT 


Great Crowd Cheers Return 
to Ostia, Rome’s An- 
cient Seaport. 


Rome, June 16 (By A. P.).—-Com- 
mander Francesco de Pinedo came home 
this afternoon from his 25,000-mile 
flight over four continents, bringing 
down his plane, Santa Maria, on the 
waters of the Tyrrhenian Sea, off Ostia, 
Rome’s ancient 
from Barcelona occupied six and a half 
hours, and he was at Ostia a few min- 
utes after 5 o’clock. 

De Pinedo was greeted on coming 
ashore first by Premier Mussolini, who 
took him warmly by the hand amid 
the cheers and applause of about 30,000 
Romans, who had eloquently shown 
their appreciation of the flier’s achieve- 
ment by doing something almost un- 
precedented for Romans—standing for 
several. hours on the beach in the full 


glare of the sun on a day when the 
temperature in the shade was officially 
set at 95 degrees. 

Ostia’s beach was packed with en- 
thusiastic crowds as the aviator grace- 
fully guided his machine to a point 
close by the iron pier on which the 
premier and the venerable Cardinal 
Vannutelli, members of the Italian 
cabinet, and scores of notables had as- 
sembled. Above, two squadrons of 
planes swooped about in the heavens, 
but at a discreet distance. 

On coming ashore, De Pinedo and his 
two flight companions, Capt. Carlo Del- 
prete and Mechanician Titale Zacchetti, 
were received in the hall of the plier, 
where Mussolini conversed with them 
cordially for some time. The premier 
insisted that the aviators precede him 
to Rome by motorcar, he following in 10 
minutes, so as to permit the men who 
had accomplished such a notable air 
voyage to enjoy the ovation awaiting 
them in the Eternal City.

CHAMBERLIN AND LEVINE

“Washington should, more than any 
other city, take the lead in the develop- 
ment of aviation. That it is not doing 
so is a reflection only upon itself.” 

This statement from MacCracken is 
of special significance, since the Pit- 
cairn Aviation Co., the contractor, is 
waiting on the completion of the route 
by the Department of Commerce. The 
company, it is said, will be ready to 
begin operation by July 1. However, 
it is said, it may be some time, per- 
haps as late as September 1, before the 
department completes its work. The 
department began the surveying sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

Mr. Glover informed Postmaster 
Mooney that the Postoffice Department 
is “holding up” the preparation of 
schedules for the new line pending as- 
surance from Washington that a land- 
ing field will be in readiness by the 
time the company begins operation. .

Mr. Fanciulli has had considerable 
experience as a manufacturer of air- 
planes.

Gen. Stephan has been 
at the head of a committee of the 
chamber which began two years ago 
to try to persuade Congress to provide 
Washington with an _ airport. All 
members of the committee are keenly 
interested in aviation. 


Did Not Realize Danger. 


Mr. Fanciulli said: 

“We had been working with this 
matter all along as one of our major 
projects; but we had not realized it 
was @ matter so pressing and that it 
demanded immediate attention, else it 
would be permanently lost to us.

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IN MRS. NESS DEATH 


Investigation to Be Tomor- 
row; Lephfew Still Held 
in Arlington Jail. 


HIS STORY IS UNSHAKEN 


In the wake of a “hands-off” policy 
by the Arlington County (Va.) author- 
ities, District Coroner J. Ramsay Nev- 
itt yestreday ordered an inquest into 
the death of Mrs. Edith Kneessi, 31 
years old, to be conducted tomorrow 
morning at 11:30 o'clock in the District 
morgue. The decision came after a 
conference with representatives at the 
District attorney's office. 


Detective Edward J. Kelly, of the cen- 
tral office, and Departr-nt of Justice 
Agent Crawford conducted an investi- 
gation at ‘ne scene of the fatality on 
the Military road near Arlington 
Beach. Kelly declared that he felt con- 
vinced that Mrs. Kneessi came to her 
death in th~ manner described by Wal- 
ter Scott Lephfew, her companion on 
the fatal automobile ride. 

Lephfew’s version of the affair .was 
virtually substantiated by the testi- 
mony of several motorists questioned 
yesterday afternoon by Detective Kelly. 
The motorists told Kelly they passed 
the spot, claimed by Lephfew as the 
scene of the accident, about 10 min- 
utes past 1 o’clock Saturday morning. 

The motorists declared they saw a 
man, fitting Lephfew’s description, car- 
rying a woman in his arms, near a 
parked automobile. The man placed 
the woman in an automobile and drove 
away rapidly toward Washington. Later 
these motorists learned the man had 
taken the woman, Mrs. Kneessi, to 
Emergency Hospital. 

Lephfew still was held at the Arling- 
ton County jail yesterday pending the 
action of Federal authorities. He was 
arrested at Emergency Hospital Satur- 
day after bringing the woman to the 
institution for treatment. Mrs. Kneessi 
died Wednesday morning from a broken 
skull. Lephfew, the son of a policeman, 
stoutly maintains that the woman was 
injured while riding with him over the 
Military road by leaping from his auto- 
mobile. He and Mrs. Kneessi resided in 
the same apartment house, 55 M street 
northwest. The police investigation has 
failed to produce evidences of a strug- 
gle, either before the death ride or dur- 
ing the ride. 

Commonwealth Attorney William C. 
Gloth, of Arlington County, declared 
that Mrs. Kneessi was injured on Federal 
property and the State of Virginia had 
no right to hold an inquest into the 
death.

CLERGYMEN ARE 7 
PLAN OF CATHEDRAL 


Dean Bratenahl Explains Pur- 
pose of Structure to Confer- 
ence of Preachers’ College. 


The third service to be held on the 
main floor of the Washington Cathedral 
since the erection of that building was 
celebrated there yesterday afternoon, 
beneath the recently completed apse, 
during a session of the third annual 
conference of the College of Preachers. 
Clergymen from eighteen States and 
the District of Columbia were told of 
the plan and purpose of the cathedral 
by the Rev. G. C. F. Bratenahl. 

Dean Bratenahl said that in building 
“a house of prayer for all peoples” it 
was planned to create not the largest 
cathedral in the world, nor the great- 
est, but the most beautiful the present 
generation is capable of erecting as “a 
witness to Christ in the Capital of the 
Nation.” He also expressed the hope 
that the cathedral would stand as a 
symbol of the dedication of the Ameri- 
can people “to the advancement of the 
interests of God in the world.” 

Philip H. Frohman, architect of the 
cathedral, also was a speaker. He ex- 
plained the spiritual significance of 
the architecture, placing emphasis on 
the thought that the completed edifice 
would be “an inspiring sermon in 
stone,” and pointing out various of the 
interesting symbols. Notable among 
the remaining items on the conference 
program is an address tonight by the 
Rt. Rev. Thomas C. Darst, Bishop of 
Eastern Carolina. Bishop Darst will 
have as his subject the “Follow-Up of 
the- Bishops’ Crusade.” The present 
conference is the third in preparation 
for the permanent establishment of 
the College of Preachers in the Wash- 
ington Cathedral Close, on Mount St. 
Alban.

RESTRICTIONS ON OTHER 
CRAFT ALSO SERIOUS 


Tokyo May Demand America 
Retain Status Quo in the 
Hawaiian Islands. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Geneva, June 16—The American 
naval disarmament delegation, with all 
the chief representatives except Rear 
Admiral Frank Schofield already here, 
opened secretarial offices today at the 
Bergues Hotel upon the arrival of Am- 
bassador Hugh Gibson. 

Ambassador Gibson will submit con- 
crete proposals on the limitation of 
cruiser, destroyer and submarine cate- 
gories of naval craft along lines simi- 
lar to the Hughes proposals of a ratio 
for capital ships and airplane carriers 
at Washington in 1921, the correspond- 
ent is informed. America will submit 
its plan at Monday afternoon's official 
opening of the three-power conference 
called by President Coolidge in “the 
Gold Fish Bowl,” as the gi-s con- 
servatory of the league secretariat is 
commonly called. 

The Washington plan proposes the 
maintenance of the 10,000-ton class of 
cruisers with 8-inch guns the maximum 
caliber, large destroyers and powerful, 
long-crulsing radius submersibles. 


Line-Up Against U, 8. 


The correspondent is informed that 
Tokyo and London are in solid agree- 
ment to demand the limitation of 
cruisers to 6,000 or 6,500 tons, with 6- 
inch guns the largest caliber and seri- 
ous restrictions in the size, operation 
radius and armaments of destroyers 
and submarines. 

Adoption’ of the Anglo-Japanese 
scheme would give these countries an 
enormous advantage over the United 
States, as it would make all the large 
units of their merchant marines poten- 
tial cruisers. The construction of big. 
fast passenger lines enables them to 
carry 6-inch guns, but they are not 
strong enough to permit the mounting 
and firing of 8-inch guns. 

The United States possesses only one 
potential cruiser, the Leviathan, while 
Gfeat Britain owns 22 capable of em- 
ployment for their speed and size.

Britain’s Hands Free. 


Through the possession of bases 
strung around the world, at Gibraltar, 
Malta, Suez, Bombay, Colombo, Singa- 
pore, Hongkong, Shanghai and else- 
where, Great Britain is able to operate 
6,500-ton cruisers anywhere, and Ja- 
pan’s possessions in the Far East en- 
ables it to send cruiser squadrons any- 
where in Asiatic waters. 

The American delegation numbers 
14, the English about 20 and the Jap- 
anese about 60. 

The League of Nations’ forty-fifth 
council practically ended today with 
the departure of Foreign Minister 
Aristide Briand, of France, who was 
forced to proceed to Paris owing to 
illness. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, British for- 
eign secretary, failed utterly to line up 
the other great powers to break with 
Russia, or to adopt any coercive policy 

toward the Soviets. After five days of 
‘argument and persuasion the British 
delegate was able only to induce the 
representatives of France, Italy, Japan, 
Belgium, Germany and Poland to send 
mild notes to Moscow urging the Reds 
to exercise prudence owing to the se- 
rious international situation resulting 
from their activities, as illustrated by 
the iiplomatic rupture with Great 
Britain. 

Japan Plans Demands. 


Tokyo, June 16 —Should America 
combine with England to bring pres- 
sure upon Japan to extend the battle- 
Ship radio to auxiliaries, Japan will 
demand as quid pro quo the mainte- 
nance of the status quo in the Hawalian 
fortifications and garrison strength, and 
the abandonment of the Singapore 
base project, according to statements 
from the war ministry. Inasmuch as 
the foreign office repeatedly has denied 
any intention on the part of Japan to 
raise the questions of Hawali and Sin-. 
gapore at Geneva, the correspondent 
requested Premier Tanaka to state 
whether the foreign office or war min- 
istry was right. , 

“I can give no answer,” was the pre- 
mier’s reply. 

Apparently Hawaii and Singapore 
form Japan’s ace in the hole. The 
question of the Hawaiian air base has 
become quite live in Japan since Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh and Clarence D. 
Chamberlin demonstrated the ability 
of American planes and American avia- 
tors, many editors pointing out that 
Tokyo now is within bombing distance 
of Honolulu. 


Working Out Defenses; _ 


The war ministry at present is work- 
ing out plans for air defense at Tokyo 
and Osaka, which at present are not at 
all defended. The estimates for anti- 
aircraft batteries, searchlights and bal- 
loons from which to suspend nets will 
run 10,000,000 yen ($4,670,000) and an

Writer, at  Antivivisection 
Meeting, Is Forced to 


Leave Platform. 


London, June 16 (By A. P.).—George 
Bernard Shaw, who holds decided views 
on vivisection, was shouted down this 
evening at a meeting'in Caxton Hall 
of the Society for the Abolition of Vivi- 
section. Two hundred medical stu- 
dents, male and female, aided by rat- 
tles and whistles, did the shouting. 
Mr. Shaw, who was repeatedly inter- 
rupted by catcalls, said his popularity 
in medical circles surprised him, but 
he found that when doctors were ill 
they consulted all sorts of unregistered 
practitioners, who charged them higher 
fees than they were able to get them- 
selves. 

“You can not repudiate moral re- 
sponsibility regarding animals,” he 
said, “without also repudiating it re- 
garding humans. What’ common people 
in hospitals fear is being experimented 
upon.” 

The uproar became so great that 
“G. B. S.” left the platform, and the 
meeting ended in a free fight.

Infected soldiers, entirely undisci- 
plined, wander throughout the city, 
while hospital conditions are indescrib- 
ably horrible. The local authorities 
were unprepared for the great influx 
of wounded mén, and their staffs and 
medical supplies are totally inadequate 
for the emergency. 

Roger Greene, superintendent of the 
Peking Union Medical College, with 29 
foreign and Chinese doctors and nurses, 
is en route here to give all the aid pos- 
sible. 

Mme. Borodin “Puzzled.” 


London, June 16 (By A. P.).—Mme. 
Borodin, wife of Michael Borodin, of 
Russia, adviser to the Chinese national- 
ist government at Hankow, informed 
the Peking correspondent of the Daily 
Express in an interview at the Peking 
Central Prison that her detention was 
a great puzzle to her and that she did 
not know when she would be tried.

Failure of Navy. 


“In w of the failure of the navy 
—under the most favorable conditions, 
with many allies—to protect our trade 
in the last war, has it any hope of 
doing so on its existing basis under 
less favorable conditions? Can it even 
protect the lines of communication of 
our battlefleet if the latter is required 
to fight out of home waters? Will the 
advent of aircraft make the position 
easier?’ 

“What we need in our country is a 
complete cleaning up of the bureaus in 
Washington charged with our national 
defense, and a replacement of our pro- 
fessional office holders, both uniformed 
and ununiformed, with persons versed 
in the modern principles of its defense.

REPLANTED REGIONS 


Rising Mississippi Menaces 
Greenville Levee; More 


Refugees in Camps. 


Vicksburg, Miss., June 16 (By A. P.). 
Water today was lapping the top of the 
protection levee around Greenville and 
residents feared that should further 
rains occur or the Mississippi River con- 
tinue to rise the levee would go out. 
This information was received here in 
a telephone message this morning at 
the United States engineer’s office. The 
river at Greenville rose a tenth of a foot 
Wednesday and the backwater at Green- 
ville went up .08 in the past 24 hours, 
Fifty per cent of the cotton planted on 
land which was inundated by the pre- 
vious flood already is under water again 
in a number of Mississippi counties, 
and the level rapidly is rising in Boli- 
var, Sunflower, Washington, Hum- 
phreys, Sharkey and Issaquena Coun- 
ties, although stationary in Yazoo and 
Warren Counties. 

Camp populations in Sunflower and 
Washington Counties were reported 
somewhat increased. Red Cross au- 
thorities said that Mexicans were the 
only refugees leaving the delta in any 
great number. 

Relief authorities also said that mos- 
quitoes were adding to the seriousness 
of the situation.

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IN THE, BLACK HILLS. 


President Coolidge is now snugly ensconced 
in his lodge in the forest. After the fitful fever 
of overland receptions he rests well in the 
solemn seclusion of the Black Hills. Like 
stout-hearted Louis Wetzell, he finds the 
wilderness behind him and the wilderness be- 
fore. Wild feuds and battles are commemo- 
rated by blood-curdling names of peaks and 
streams, and the cry of the red man seems to 
echo across the barrens. 

To a mind both contemplative and adven- 
turous, like that of Mr. Coolidge, there must 
be an irresistible lure in the nomenclature of 
the Black Hills region. Before 8 o’clock he 
was out and exploring Squaw Creek, which 
keeps up a perpetual chatter not far from the 
lodge. Before him lay the boundless West— 
Black Thunder Creek, Wild Cat Creek, Lodge 
Pole Creek, and scores of others, in the midst 
of mountains famous for battle and gold. Not 
far to the southward is Wind Cave—what a 
splendid place for the next national conven- 
tion! To the north are Sun Dance, Belle 
Fourche, and Leadville. Eastward for many 
a league the prairies roll’ and tumble like the 
sea. 

After this vacation the Black Hills will treas- 
ure new legends, superimposed upon the folk- 
lore of Indians and plainsmen and Custer’s 
men. The region will have been the resi- 
dence and playground of a President of the 
‘United States, the Great White Father himself, 
from the mysterious East. For many a year 
the inhabitants of the Black Hills will take de- 
light in regaling the traveler with anecdotes 
of the time when the President was a Black 
Hills ‘man, fishing, tramping, and exploring 
those romantic wilds. No doubt the Pine Ridge 
and Cheyenne reservations will miss same of 
their chieftains, who will make their way over 
to the lodge to see the big chief from Washing- 
ton. He will be made a member of the tribes. 

If politicians and job-chasers will not imitate 
the red men in seeking out the President all 
will be well, and he will have a rest. Of 
course, a few choice specimens will get through 
the barriers, and from time to time officials 
must go in and report necessary and pressing 
affairs. But it will not be easy. Mr. Coolidge 
has chosen his retreat well. He can have re- 
pose whenever he desires it, and for the sake 
of his health and reserve strength the country 
hopes that he. will confine his conferences 
mostly to the natives. 


NATIONAL GUESTS. 


The failure of Congress to provide a fund 
with which the District Commissioners can 
entertain guests of the National Capital made 
it necessary for private citizens to provide for 
the expenses incident to the reception to Col. 
Lindbergh. The reception was essentially a 
national affair, and officers of the Government 
were the chief participants. 

New York financed the reception to Lind- 
bergh by appropriating $50,000 from the city 

treasury. But the District Commissioners 
have no power to appropriate money, and ap- 
parently the State Department did not’ feel 
empowered to allot any of its funds for the 
purpose. 

The dignity of a national reception would 
be enhanced by eliminating from the proceed- 
ings a public call upon private citizens for 
contributions to the entertainment fund. 
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DEMPSEY WOULD “COME BACK.” 


Otherwise serious and sedate citizens of the 
United States have the habit of becoming 
somewhat aetavistic at the approach, of’ a 
heavyweight prize fight of moment, Physical 
combat between big men, even now when it 
has become a highly specialized and profitable 


business, exercises a certain fascination with © 


mass appeal. Less than a year ago the 
condition of Jack Dempsey and Gene Tunney 
was of more importance to the average citizen 
than his own bank balance, and the thoughts 
of the Nation revolved about the meeting of 
these two pugilists in Philadelphia. 

Popular judgment suffered an exceedingly 
rude shock that night,-for the rise of a new 
champion was not generally expected. Many 
partisans are not yet convinced that the result 
Was a true one, hence their interest in .the 
“announcement that Dempsey will attempt a 
“comeback” toward the latter part ‘of next 
month. Nothing. serves to emphasize the 

_ exaltation of the prize ring more than the fact 
that the fallen, idol will make money out of 
his attempt to ‘“‘come back,” even if the attempt 
should fail: It is not necessary for him to 
* make any sacrifice to the public. It will foot 
the bill for a spectacle which may give him the 
opportunity to meet Tunney again. 

There seems but slight prospect that 
Bre caonde will ever again be the heavyweight 
champion. Years 
worked against him in Philadelphia as much 
as the skill of his opponent. 
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s of today that curiosity 
will conquer scdptiolam, Financially, the' public 
will’do its share to help the “comeback.”

DEALING WITH THE SOVIET. 


The foreign ministers now assembled at 
Geneva have decided not to give a concerted 
warning to Soviet Russia to desist from com- 
munist propaganda. Foreign Minister Zalew- 
ski, of Poland, expressed the fear to his col- 
leagues that if the powers should make a col-. 
lective gesture against Russia the Soviet would 
take advantage’ of the fact to stir up national 
feeling by making the Russians believe that 
their country was in danger. The result 
would probably be a repetition of the events of 
1919 and 1920, when the Russians, without 
distinction of politics, uhited to drive out for- 
eign forces. M. Zalewski fears that an attack 
upon Poland would follow. 

It has been agreed that Foreign Minister 
Stresemann, of Germany, shall intimate in @ 
friendly way to Foreign Minister Tchitcherin, 
of Russia, that the activities of the Third In- 
ternationale are highly offensive to Europe and 
damaging to the prestige and safety of the 
Soviet. He may go even Yurther, by giving 
notice that the powers reserve the right to 
take defensive measures against the Third In- 
ternationale without bringing any accusation 
against the Soviet Government. 

The situation is ticklish indeed when the 
great powers of Europe are driven to the ex- 
pedient of splitting hairs in dealing with the 
Soviet. The Soviet and the Third Interna- 
tionale are as identical as Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde. The powers accept the Soviet’s own 
statement that the Third Internationale is not. 
controlled by the Soviet, but both sides know 
that the statement is not true. Peace can not 
be maintained by resting upon this fiction. It 
can exist only if the Soviet quits its attempt to 
destroy other governments. But the Soviet 
can not quit and retain its grip. at home, 
because the radicals are in the saddle and are 
resuming the terroristic tactics that have kept 
them in power since 1917. The moderates in 
Russia have no chance to reach an accommo- 
dation with Europe. 

A revolution in Russia that will throw off 
the radical communists or a war between Po- 
land and Russia, involving Eyrope, seems to be 
imminent. The probabilities indicate war, de- 
liberately provoked by the Moscow regime in 
order to keep itself in power. 


CHAIN BRIDGE. 


Apprehension is felt by local and Virginia 
authorities over the condition of the south 
abutment of Chain Bridge. Maj. Covell, 
assistant to the Engineer Commissioner, has 
pointed out the fact that it has become 
weakened to such an extent that a heavily 
loaded motor truck, striking it suddenly and 
at a high rate of speed, might cause it to 
collapse. Asa precautionary measure a “‘stop” 
sign has been placed about 60 feet from the 
bridge, ordering drivers to bring their vehicles 
to a full stop, to approach the bridge care- 
fully, and to across it slowly. It is stated that 
the danger is not sufficiently grave at present 
to warrant closing the bridge to all traffic, 
provided the Virginia authorities will make 
certain that the stop and caution warning is - 
obeyed. 

There seems to be little excuse for permitting 
the use of any bridge within or contiguous 
to the District if there is any danger what- 
soever that it can not carry even the heaviest 
vehicle. Thousands would be seriously in- 
convenienced, however, if the span should be 
closed, and with no funds available with which 
to replace the structure the posting of guards 
seems to be the only possible step for the time 
being. 

Chain Bridge needs replacement. The 
volume of traffic it bears, together with the 
fact that no satisfactory detour is available, 
fully justifies the expense of a new structure. 
The need should be anticipated now, and 
immediate demands should be made for the 
necessary appropriations. 


WIDE AND SHADED STREETS, 


The Commission of Fine Arts has urged the 
Park and Planning Commission to begin im- 
mediately a study of the tree conservation 
problem in the District of Columbia.’ Massa- 
chusetts avenue was pointed out particularly 
as a street in the transition stage, upon which 
experiments might be performed looking to- 
ward the creation of a model for other high- 
ways of Washington. 

The tree problem has become lnaréantaat’ 
acute with the need for wider streets. The 
end of the street widening program is not in 
sight, nor, in all probability, will it ever be. 
Modern traffic has to be moved quickly and in 
bulk, and additional footage added to the 
width of present highways is the only solution. 
Trees must be, sacrificed in the process, how- 
ever, and so far the replanting program has 
been woefully inadequate. 

The problem should be studied as one af- 
fecting the entire community, and there could 
be no better body for this purpose than the 
Park and Planning Commission. It is to be 
hoped that it will act upon the suggestion, and 
evolve a plan to assure wide and amply shaded 
streets for the Washington: of the future. 


AIR MAILS AND AIR PORTS. 


On July 18 the Postoffice Department wiil 
open bids for air-mail service between Cleve- 
‘land and Albany, via Buffalo, Rochester, Syra- 
cuse and Schenectady. On the same day bids 
for a like service between Cleveland and Louis- 
ville, through Akron, Columbus, Cincinnati 
and other Ohio cities will also be received.

PAYING WAR DEBTS. 

On June 15 thirteen foreign governments 
paid $88,998,931 on account of their indebted- 
ness to the United States arising out of the 
war. The payments were made under the 
terms of the several agreements consummated 
by. the World War Debt Commission. 

Great Britain made its ninth payment of 
semiannual interest on its funded debt under 
the agreement of February 28, 1923. This 
Payment amounted to $67,575,000, and was 
made by the surrender to the Treasury of that 
amount of United States obligations with in- 
terest. The public debt of the United States 
was reduced that much. 

France paid a lump sum of $10,000,000, 
which was credited to the original demand 
obligations given by France for cash advances 
under the Liberty Loan acts. This payment 
by France was accepted without prejudice to 
the Mellon-Berenger agreement. 

Belgium’s payment amounted to $3,100,000, 
Czechoslovakia’s, $1,500,000, and Poland’s 
$1,000,000. Payments of Esthonia, Finland, 
Hungary, Lithuania, Roumania, Jugoslavia and 
Latvia made up the balance in sums less than 
a million dollars each, covering both interest 
and principal. 

During this fiscal year the Treasury has re- 
ceived from foreign governments approximately 
$206;,079,000 in principal and interest under 
war debt agreements. This has been applied 
to the public debt of the United States, much of 
the payment being in United States obligations. 

All talk of reopening, readjusting or cancel- 
ing these war debts due the United States ap- 
pears to have ceased since Secretary Mellon’s 
recent reply to the President of Princeton Uni- 
versity and others. The Treasury Department 
has recently issued a compilation of official 
documents and information relating to the war 
debt situation, in which communications be- 
tween representatives of the leading countries 
of Europe and the United States concerning 
war loans are printed, proving that at no period 
between 19¥7 and 1920 was there any thought 
of an American subsidy or gift to European 
countries from the United States. 


BRITISH WOMEN’S RIGHTS. 


The struggle for sex equality in BEngland 
does not follaw a smooth road. The extension 
of su@rage’ to all women over 21 was a decided 
triumph, but the effort to throw the gates of 
the Oxford colleges wide open to them has met 
with a strong rebuff. The dons of the venera- 
ble institutions of learning have just decided 
that an admixture greater than one woman 
student to every four men would not be ad- 
vantageous. 

Undoubtedly the greatest handicap ‘a Eng. 
lish women, in their efforts to obtain entrance 
on an equal footing to places hitherto reserved 
for men, is tradition. The “die hard” type 
is not limited to politics. There are many 
Englishmen who object seriously and strenu- 
ously to changes in customs and manners that 
have the weight of the centuries behind them. 
The fact that a thing was not done in the 
days of Good Queen Bess is reason enough to 
fix their opposition. 

The men of this old England appear to have 
no hesitancy either in speaking their minds. 
There is among them a bluntness that is not 
exactly flattering. Not long ago members of a 
bowling club voted openly to deny women mem- 
bership on the ground that they were a 
“nuisance” when introduced into that sport. 
Given courage of that sort, it is no wonder 
that the Oxford dons had no qualms in giving, 
as the account of the proceedings relates, an 
“emphatic vote” for the statute granting 
women only partial rights in the historic edu- 
cational center. 


SCIENTIFIC FARMING. 


Sir John Russell, head of the British experi- 
mental station at Rothamstead, England, re- 
cently told Department of Agriculture em- 
ployes that the day of agricultural catas- 
trophies, such as wholesale crop failures with 
resultant famine, probably has gone forever. 
The advance of the science of farming, par- 
ticularly studies of the effect of various fer- 
tilizers, has brought this about. Before long 
the mathematician will be able to step in and 
devise a set of actuaria] statistics that will, 
enable insurance companies to write insurance 
on crops, and even markets, with no more risk 
than is at present involved in life insurance. 

Famine, terror of the world since biblical 
days, is not known to the United States. 
Hunger exists, of course, in isolated cases, but 
famine in which is involved a considerable 
area has never struck the country. Today, the. 
system of world transportation is good insur- 
ance against lack of food, for the products of 
areas untouched by blight, drought or flood 
can be shipped where;they are most needed. 
Exemplifying this, one needs only recollect the 
shipments. of food consigned by the United

On Auction Bridge 


HE pointer for today is: 


x It Requires More Strength to 
Bid an Original No Trump Third 
Hand Than in Either of the Earlier 
Positions. 

Each day this week a North hand is 
given with the previous declarations in 
four cases; the question in every case 
being what shoyld North declare?

My answers and reasons follow: 

No. 13—-South pass, West pass; North 
should pass. 

North has a hand with which a Dealer 
or Second Hand should bid one No 
Trump; it has three suits stopped and 
is above the average. An average hand 
(reckoning on the basis of an Ace 
counting 4, a King 3, a Queen 2 and a 
Jack 1) equals 10, and a hand count- 
ing more than 10, with three suits 
stopped, justifies a No Trump by 
Dealer or Second Hand; but Third Hand 
should not bid No Trump with less 
than an Ace or the equivalent above 
the average (count 14), and North’s 
hand counts only 13. 

No. 14—South one Spade, West pass; 
North should bid two Spades. 

As a general rule, it is not advisable

to jump with less than four trumps, 


but in this case the side strength fully 
justifies that type of bid. 


No. 15—South one Heart, ‘West pass; 
North should bid one No , 

With less than normal support in 
South’s suit and stoppers in the other 
three suits, North’s declaration is 
clearly marked; undoubtedly he should 
bid No Trump. 

No. 16—South one Diamond, West 
pass; North should bid one No Trump. 

A dangerous declaration because of 
the worthless doubleton in Hearts; but 
it is the only available bid except to 
jump Diamonds, and that would not 
show strength in two other suits. The 
hand has not sufficient strength to jus- 
tify the belief that it is probably game 
in Diamonds and not in No Trump and 
therefore the No Trump should. be 
tried.

THE DRY SHAMPOO 


HERE are many times when it is 
4 inconvenient to be very punctual 
with the shampoo. Instead of 
neglecting the hair altogether, a dry 
shampoo can be substituted. 
There are three ways of taking this- 
dry shampoo, and any of the methods 


will at least make the hair presentable 
until it is convenient for the soap-and- 
water bath. 

The simplest way to remove dust and 
dirt from the hair ‘s to comb it with 
the kind of very fine-toothed comb sold 
in most drug stores as a dry-shampoo 
comb. It will be found that one of 
hard rubber and with blunt-edged 
teeth is the most satisfactory. This 
comb should be used only after the 
hair has been thoroughly combed and 
brushed, and when all the tangles have 
been straightened. It is fatal to use a 
fine-toothed comb to smooth out all 
snarls, for it pulls out the hair roughly 
—unhcomfortable and unwise. Bend the 
body forward and comb from the back 
of the head toward the floor, bearing 
down until you can feel the pressure on 
the scalp. You will be surprised at the 


amount of dirt and dead skin you can 


comb out. Never put the comb away 

without cleansing it in warm water. 
The second type of shampoo is espe- 

clally good for oily hair. The hair is 


parted in sections, and a _ sparing 
amount of powdered orris root is sifted 
onto the scalp. The powder can be 
worked through the hair by manipu- 
lating the scalp with the finger tips. 
When the hair feels dry to the touch, 
it should be brushed entirely free of 
the powder. Beware of sifting .too 
much orris root into the hair, be- 
cause, besides not accomplishing its 
purpose any better, it is extremely dif- 
ficult to brush the ‘excess powder out 
of the hair. 

Rubbing a beneficial tonic into the 
scalp every night can be considered as 
a dry shampoo, for it tones the scalp, 
prevents ugly oily appéarance of the 
hair and is beneficial all around. 

Again I must mention the impor- 
tance of a clean comb and brush, for 
these’ implements, devoid of dust or 
dirt, will help prolong the period be- 
tween shampoos. ;

KEEP WELL 


THE 3-TO-1 DIET FOR EPILEPTICS. 
R. E. H. LUTHER thinks that the 
modern dietetic treatment of 
epilepsy is satisfactory in about 
one-third of the cases. The remaining 
two-thirds usually show improvement 
in that the attacks are less frequent 
or less violent. 

The diet used is very rich in fate 
of various kinds, and very poor in 
cereals and breads and meats. What 
is called the 3-to-1 diet is built up 
along the following general lines: 


BREAKFAST: 


Orange, 1 1-3 ounces. 
Egg, 1 2-3 ounces. 
Bacon, 1 ounce. 
Butter, 2-3 ounce. 

40 per cent cream, 2 ounces. 
Bran cakes. 

Cocoa shells. 


DINNER: 


Chop, 1 ounce. 
String beans, 4 ounces. 
Lettuce, 1 ounce. 
Mayonnaise, 1-3 ounce: 
Gelatin, 15 grains. 
Butter, 1 ounce. 
Bran cakes. 


SUPPER: 


Chicken, 4% ounce. 
Egg, 1 2-3 ounces. 
Asparagus, 4 ounces’. 

40 per cent cream, 2 ounces. 
Butter, 144 ounces. 
Agar jelly. 

Bran cakes. 

By 3-to-1 diet is meant one in which 
three-fourths of the food values is 
derived from fats, for examples, butter, 
cream, mayonnaise and bacon. One- 
sixth is derived from proteins, such as 
eggs, and one-twelfth from starches. 
If this diet causes constipation the epi- 
leptic sho take larger quantities of 
the bulky, low food value vegetables. 
washed bran and agar jelly. Constipa- 
tion must not be allowed, as it is very 
harmful to the epileptie. ' 

Persons on this 3-to-1. diet ‘may 7 
feel the discomfort of huhger. , If this 
is objectionable it can be overcome by 
giving such very bulky foods as 5 per 
cent vegetables and washed bran. The 
same foods given to overcome: consti- 
pation are good to stop the gnawings 
of hunger. 

Dr. Luther recommends that the diet- 
ing begin gradually. He starts his pa- 
tients with a 1.1 diet. That is,.a diet 
containing much less fat than the one 
given. Fats are slowly i , and 
cereals and breads decreased 1% to 1. 
And so on up fo 4 or even 5 tol. 

He teaches his patients how to exam- 
ine the urine at home for acetone 
bodies and how to calculate calories in 
a diet. When the 2-to-1 diet is reaclted 
the acetone generally appears in the 
urine. Thereafter the diet is regarded 
so as to keep a little acetone present 
in the urine all the time.

Tutored in Golf by Brother

T the threshold of golfdom’s major 
A honors—the national open cham- 
pilonbhip—stands Tommy Armour, 
Congressional Country Club profession- 
al, a golfer by every right of birth and 
ancestry, in whom has been implanted 
the seeds of golf from the time he took 
his first toddling steps over the Scot- 
tish heath of his native Edinburgh. 

Today, tied for the greatest honor 
that the game can bestow, is Wash- 
ington’s lone surviving entry in the 
tournament, and in the story of how 
Tommy Armour reached the pinnacle 
is woven a romance of golf and war 
without parallel. 

Written in the years of Armour’s rise 
to golfing fame is the story of how the 
game Tommy Armour, then a private in 
the British tank corps during the 
World War, was elevated to the rank 
of major on the field of battle, and how 
he lost the sight of his left eye through 


an exploding shell on the western front 
during a major offensive in 1918, and 
how, partially blind, he fought his way 
nine years later to the foremost in a 
generation of golfers that has seen no 
equal. 

If there is anything that Tommy Ar- 
mour doesn’t know about the game, the 
fault is all his own, as for generations 
back, the Armours, father and son, 
have been known for their formidable 
play, and Tommy, with his two older 
brothers, Sandy and Willie, received the 
benefit of some of the greatest tutors in 
the game. 

Alexander (Sandy) Armour, associ- 
ated with Tommy at the Congressional 
Club, takes credit for developing not 
only Tommy Armour but also Bobby 
Cruickshank in the mysteries of the 
great Scottish game. The history of 
the elder Armour, whose golf career has 
gone hand in hand with that of his

HE four-game winning streak of

AEKMONT, Pa., June 15-—Tommie 
Armour, professional at the Con- 
gressional Country Club, tied 

with Harry Cooper, of Los Angéles, 
Calif., this afternoon for the title of 
national open champion of the United 
States, each with a total of 301 for 72 
holes. The finish of the struggle was 
as sensational and thrilling as the end- 
ing of the battle at Inwood in 1924, 
when Bobbie Cruikshank scored a 4 and 
a 3 to tie with Bobby Jones. 

This afternoon, standing on the sev- 
enteenth tee, Armour had to make a 
4 and 83 to tie with Cooper, and he did 
it. He made the 4 and, after a won- 
derful iron shot, holed out in 3 by a 
6-foot putt. It is no wonder that to- 
night he is the hero of the tournament 
and that thousands are wishing him 
good luck in the 18-hole play-off which 
is scheduled for 3 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon. 


Omitting all the dry details of a ° 
day filled with intense excitement, 
Cooper threw away the champion- 
ship on the seventeenth green when 
he took 3 putts. He was then two 
strokes in the lead, although 
Armour was several holes behind. - 


After a drive which left his ball on 
the right of a trap which intervened 
between him and the pin he made a 
fine pitch with a mashie niblick across 
the trap and overran the cup not more 
than 8 feet. If he had been a cautious, 
conservative player, which he is not, he 
would have dribbled the ball 1» to the 
hole for a sure for, with a 4 on the 
seventeenth and another par 4 on the 
eighteenth, he had the title in the hol- 
low of his hand. 

Instead, he tried to gobble a 3 and 
ran past the cup fully 3 feet. He 
missed the return putt and took 6. 
Then and there he left an opening 
which gave Tommy Armour an oppor- 
tunity to end the contest with a tie.

When the time comes that I am 
not worth more than 15 per cent as a 
drawing card to fight any one—that is 
the exact time that I am go! ng to hang 
up my gloves for good and all.”

' Archways Would Cross All 
» ° Streets, Except Twelfth, 


Officials Say. 


PLAZA ARE ARRANGED 


Commission Members Look 


Making Decision. 


A new plan of arrangement of pro- 
jected Federal bulidings in the triangle 
Hiorth of the Mall presenting a modul- 
fication of a second plan calling for a 
single joined structure with arohed 
traffic ways rimming the triangle, was 
submitted yesterday, to the Public 
Buildings Commission by Treasury offi- 
clals, and approved subject to further 
modification. 

As a result of conferences between 
Treasury officials and private architects 
for the last six weeks regarding an 
original plan placing the buildings as 
separate structures and the second ar- 
ranging them in a single boundary 
structure, conferees presented what 
they termed a “unified architectural 
composition,” providing two general 
joined groups of buildings that may be 
connected with archways across all the 
streets running through the triangle, 
except Twelfth street. 

One of the largest circles in the world 
is provided for in the interior of the 
triangle with Tweltfh street passing 
through the center of it, the halves ex- 
tending on either side of Twelfth, and 
north and south between C and D 
streets. A large square plaza also 1s 
arranged between Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth, B and D streets. 


No Twelfth Street Arch. 


North and south streets that pass 
through the triangle are Fourteenth, 
Twelfth, Ninth, Seventh and Sixth, all 
of them except Twelfth, probably enter- 
ing it and emerging from it under 
arches. Twelfth street will not be 
arched because it will be the important 
thoroughfare of the section. 

Semblance of a unified architectural 
@ppearance along the Pennsylvania ave- 
nue side is delayed for the time being, 
however, by the commission’s decision 
that the present District, Southern 
Rallway Co. and Postoffice Department 
Buildings remain undisturbed as long 
as is necessary. 

Location of buildings by departments, 
under present plans, will follow the 
original layout when their erection as 
separate structures was considered, with 
the exception of the new Archives 
Building, relocated from Pennsylvania 
avenue, Twelfth and, Thirteenth streets, 
to an interior site east of Tenth street, 
between Pennsylvania avenue and B 
street, but not quite to Ninth street. 
Space for a U-shaped structure will be 
left around it. 


In Western Group. 


The projected Commerce Department 
will remain in the western group, be- 
tween Fourteenth, Fifteenth, B and E 
streets, with C and B passing through 
it under arches; the Internal Revenue 
Building, at Twelfth, Thirteenth, B and 
© streets, and the General Accounting 


Relocation of the projected Depart- 
ment of Justice structure from, Fif- 
teenth, Fourteenth, Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and E streets, to the Center Market 
site, as advised by the Fine Arts Com- 
mission, still stands approved. This 
will relieve future traffic congestion at 
Fifteenth street and Pennsylvania ave- 
nue. 

Public buildings commission mem- 
bers, admitting the third plan may be 
changed further, said it pfesented a 
great improvement over any other ar- 
rangement yet suggested.

BILL CHARGES PERJURY 


Louls Johnson, colored, said to have 
invaded a number of homes and stores 
in the Northeast section of the city, 
was named defendant in six indict- 
ments returned yesterday by the grand 
jury.
